Total war means total participation. The will- 
ingness to adapt new means to new ends 
applies to the artists as well as to other 
groups. The Rotunda presents material done 
by members of the San Francisco Society 
ot Women Artists for specific war agencies. 
The workshops established by the San Fran- 
cisco Society of Women Artists, not much 
more than a month ago, have been produc- 
ing a quantity of educational posters and 
charts, notices and decorations. We are 
showing, here, a fraction of the material lent 
back to us from the agencies. We are aware 
of the soiled edges—how else would use be 
indicated? We also are aware that in this 
new medium of educational and functional 
work, we may not yet excel. That there is a 
crying need for such material, justifies our 
new orientation. 


We have divided the exhibition as a whole 
into three sections. The above is the section 
called ''ART ASSISTS." In the other gal- 
leries, the sections "ART LIVES" and "ART 
REPORTS" are installed. All three sections 
present art as a necessity in the war effort. 
“ART LIVES," the first, has an obvious mean- 
ing; ART REPORTS," the second, is com- 
posed of all arts and crafts directly or in- 
directly reporting on the war, or industry 
contributing to the war effort. 


An innovation in the showing of the work 
should be noted. When we place a textile, 
a ceramic piece, or a painting, together, we 
are implying that there is a unity in creative 
effort. We hope that by thus combining va- 
rious media, we will produce a full three 
dimentional effect. 


At this time, we wish to acknowledge, with 
thanks, the contribution made by the Col- 
lege of Arts and Crafts in Oakland and the 
California School of Fine Arts in San Fran- 
cisco, in providing our workshop facilities.
